LomgTlLLE Citt Railwat Compawt.— We 
hsve before slated that Gen . Bogle, president 
of the company, had obtained five hundred 
tuns of PhlUdelphls pattern reil. The com- 
pany have experienced great difficulty In ship- 
ping their iron. We are glad to know th-t 
the iron is arriving, and that the track on 
Main street will be pushed rapidly through. 
On account of the impoaelbilUy of obtaining 
the pattern of rail which the company were 
to lsy down, the company have asked per- 
mission of the General Council to substitute 
on other streets the "CresceTt" rail In place 
of the " Philadelphia" ralL Gen. Boyle ex- 
presses to the Coaucll bis confident opinion 
thst with the "Crescent" rail he can r east met 
as good, If not a better street railroad than 
can be built with the "Philadelphia" rail. We 
hsve examined both rail*, and we believe the 
Crescent rail is prefersble of the two, ss the 
road or track will present less obetrnction to 
the passage of vehicles on the streets than the 
ether pattern. There Is no tram to the 
Crescent rail for vehicles to ran over, but It 
presents no obstruction to other vehicles on 
passing. From whst we have seen sad learn 
we believe that the "Crescent" rail will mcke 
a first-class road. It Is now used in Brook- 
lyn, Providence, Hoboken and other plseee. 
As ten or twelve miles of the railway can be 
made in two years by the U6e of the Creecent 
rail, we trust the General Council will au- 
thorize iu use. We are anxious to see the en- 
terprise go forward, end dreire to see it on 
other streets b eeidea Main at the earliest day. 
We bear that the railway company will not, 
for it is not to their intcreei 
other than s first-clasa road.
